You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 11th 
day of March 1997, the polls to be open from 4:00 p.m. to 8:00 p.m. and at 7:00 o’clock in 
the evening, to act upon the following Articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year and make appropriations for the same. 


(Recommended Motion: To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $ 317,950.00 to 
defray Town expenses for the ensuing year.) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $871.00 for the North 
Country Home Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $472.00 for the White 
Mountain Mental Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 5. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $350.00 for the 
Community Action Program. (By request) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $250.00 for the Lisbon 
Library. (By request) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $140.00 for the 
American Red Cross. (By request) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,050.00 for the Ross 
Ambulance Service. (By request) 


ARTICLE 9. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $260.39 for the North 
Country Council. (By request) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $210.00 for the 
Hospice of the Littleton Area. (By request) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to be 
added to the Highway Equipment Reserve Fund. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be 
added to the Fire Department Equipment Fund. This amount is to come from the 1996 anticipated 
surplus. This amount is the balance of the Fire Department expense line for 1996. 

(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,800.00 to paint 
the outside of the Town Hall. 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 to buy a 
computer and software for the Town. This computer to have the capabilities to handle the town records 
and the ability in the future to handle the GIS system for use by the Planning Board. 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 15. _ To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $45,000.00 to be 
added to the Dump Closure Escrow Fund. The $45,000.00 is to come from the 1996 Anticipated 
Surplus and will bring the total for this account to $120,000.00 plus any accumulated interest and 
other additions. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $120,000.00 for the first stage 
of closing the Landaff-Lisbon-Lyman Regional Landfill. The total cost of this project is anticipated 
to be $800,000.00. Landaff’s share is 15% (percent) of the total or $120,000.00. The monies for this 
project to be withdrawn from the Dump Fund Closure Escrow Account. Any monies not needed for 
Stage | of the closure to remain in the Dump Fund Closure Escrow Account as a non-lapsing fund 
until they are needed and voted for Stage 2 of the dump closure. 

(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to accept the grant monies 
received for the closure of the landfill. The amount estimated is 15% of Landaff’s share, or approxi- 
mately $24,000.00 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from surplus December 31, 1997 the 
amount of $24,000.00 to be added to the Dump Fund Closure Escrow Fund. This amount is equal to 
the estimated amount we are to receive from grant monies. These monies to be used for Stage 2 of the 
Dump Closure. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000.00 for the 
purchase of a newer grader for the Town. $25,000.00 is to come from the Highway Equipment Fund, 
and $10,000.00 is to come from the trade in of the old grader. No money is to come from taxes. To be 
used only if the Selectmen find a suitable grader. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town shall vote to discontinue the Quimby Road from Pearl Lake Road 
to Scotland Brook with the land reverting to the present landowners on either side of the Quimby 
Road. The land being divided down the middle of the right of way. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 21. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF REQUESTING AGENCIES 


North Country Council, Inc. 

The North Country Council is a technical resource which is available to help communities manage 
development, plan their futures and cope with change. The following is a partial list of the benefits 
that the community of Landaff can take advantage of if it chooses to become a member of the North 
Country Council: 

Participation in the regional transportation planning process. Technical assistance with solid waste 
and household hazardous waste collection. Community planning, on-site planning board training, 
GIS mapping, workshops and seminars. 

The Board of Director of NCC has, for the sixth year in a row, decided to cap the total dues raised 
in the region at the level they were in 1990. The town dues each year will vary, either up or down, 
based on the town’s valuation and population as a percentage of the entire region’s valuation. The 
amount is computed using a formula which has been in use for 24 years. 

This year’s computation of Landaff’s dues is $260.39. Your dues are used as a match for state and 
federal funds which support the Council’s local and regional planning/development programs, and as 
a member you are entitled to participate in regional planning projects and receive local technical 
assistance. and starting this month, use and participate in the Council’s new regional resource center. 


White Mountain Mental Health & Developmental Services 

“Needless to say, in this environment, the support of area towns is crucial to assure our continued 
ability to provide services. We are again requesting an appropriation of $472.00 from the Town of 
Landaff. Because I know the Town’s budget is also increasingly tight, I am not raising the amount 
of our request. I would, however, very much appreciate a recommendation for the full appropria- 
tion.” During 1996, 284 hours of outpatient counseling services for residents who were either 
uninsured or partially insured. The full cost of these services was $18,460.00

The 
Town of Landaff is unique in that our coverage affords your residents, due to your geographical loca- 
tion, the choice between Littleton Regional Hospital, our receiving hospital and our medical control 
for providing Advanced Life Support treatments in the field (which can make a vital difference in 
patient outcome), and Cottage Hospital in Woodsville.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
& STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, contact your local War- 
den or Fire Department to find out if a permith is required before doing any open burning. Violations 
of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are 
misdemeanors punisable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the N.H. Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protec- 
tion Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available to assist communities with forest fire suppression, 
prevention and training programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If 
you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws please call your office at 271- 
22177: 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft pa- 
trols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the quick response from local fire depart- 
ments.

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LANDAFF SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 


Can you believe it? Another year has come and gone, my twenty seventh on the 
Landaff School Board. This is my last year as I have decided it has been long enough. 
This decision was not an easy one to make as I care for the school and the education 
we give our students to get them started out in life. How to give our young ones the 
basics they need, laced with the facts facing them in a forum they understand and 
remember, and keep it as economical as possible is, at times, almost an impossibility. 


There are some who say the Landaff School Board does little to keep the budget down. 
Very few of them have ever served on the Board, or even attended one of the monthly 
meetings. They all have ideas on how it should be done, but no time to help 
implement them. Most have no idea of the State and Federal mandates we have to 
deal with, from lunch programs to special education. We have little or no control over 
the costs of these mandates. Others administer them and all we do is pay the bill. We 
have been lucky that we have not had a severe special education student with special 
placement. It could happen. 


Today, one person cannot do everything alone. At recess time, we need someone 
outside with the students as well as someone inside with the ones that want to stay 
in. We cannot force them all outside unless they so desire. Nor can the ones left inside 
be trusted alone. Today’s students are more unruly and destructive. A disruptive 
student has to, occasionally, be removed from the classroom. Someone has to be 
available at these times. The teacher cannot leave the remaining students alone. 
When the occasion does arise that a student has to be removed from the classroom, 
the aide is available. No students can be left alone. The aide also assists, besides 
working with all the students, with the students who require more one on one to keep 
up with the others. This is cheaper and better than having the child coded and 
requiring special education. 


The school has run smoothly this year. Our excellent, dedicated teacher returned. Mrs. 
Godfrey has a new aide to assist her. Some question the need of an aide with the low 
number of students we have. We have to remember, school is not as it used to be. We 
are expected to be more than educators and teachers. Today the school acts as a 
parent, almost. We feed the students breakfast and lunch, we act as counselors, we 
teach the students right from wrong, we have nursing services and many more besides 
providing an education for the student. We have to do all this in a positive atmosphere 
where the only discipline allowed is loss of recess time, after school detention or 
expulsion for a period of time. I think the personnel we have do an exceptional job 
with the tools we have available. 


We do have a modern system. Yes, we do have computers. Yes, we do have 
accessibility to the educational channels such as discovery. The computers have been 
bought over the years and updated with federal grant monies. The satellite antenna 
was given to the school and installed at no cost to the school district. We have one of 
the best young student libraries available for beginning school children, not done all 
at once, but built up over the years. We have always tried to spread out the cost of 
book purchases to reduce the impact in a particular year. 
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Keeping the building in repair is important. This property belongs to all the 
taxpayers, they pay the bill. This year we sanded and sealed the floors. Next year we 
are planning to redo one side of the roof as the shingles are weak, about twenty two 
years old, and paint the inside of the original school building. Last year we also redid 
the ceilings in the modular. Insurance paid most of the bill after ice buildup caused 
a leak and water damage. Next year we are planning to update some of the textbooks. 
They do need to be replaced periodically due to new material and teaching styles. 
They wear out too. 


You will notice that the proposed budget is down considerably for next year. Look at 
the tuition and Supervisory Union expense lines to find the main reasons. Since 
September we have ten fewer students attending Lisbon than started the year (fifty 
down to forty). Last year and two years ago, it went the other way, it could again. The 
permanent residents, ones that own their own homes are reasonably stable and can 
be planned for easily. Renters are a different problem. They can move in and out 
faster than we can keep track of at times. Most of the fluctuations are due to this 
group of people. The Supervisory Union expense is based on town valuation and the 
number of students. Tuition students are counted in the district they attend. 


I think it is important to keep our school. A town looses something when it gives up 
everything to others. I don’t mean that. we have to remain the same. We need to 
change with the times to provide the best possible education as economically as 
possible for our students. We made a decision a couple of years ago based on what we 
knew at the time and what we thought would be the best for the student, to send 
grades 4-6 to Lisbon. Now we are low in numbers. I have seen this before. At one time 
we only had seven students in grades 1-5, yet we. kept the school open, the right 
decision in my opinion. 


The early years are very important in the education process. We try to catch and treat 
education problems early. Studies show that the earlier a special need is addressed, — 
the better the results, with a lower total cost to the district. Any time we can prevent 
or reduce a potential special education situation we save money in the years to come. 
As I said before, we have been lucky. We have had only minor special education needs, 
needs that have not resulted in out of district placements. We do recommend 
increasing the special education fund as insurance against the day when it will be 
needed. It will be sometime. This money just sits in a fund gathering interest until 
it is needed. It cannot be used for anything else. 


We have had a good year with an anticipated surplus, at this time (it could change 
drastically), of over $40,000.00. The main reason is that student number are down. 
Most other items are within budget. None are severely over-budget and look to stay 
in line for the rest of the year. All school personnel are conscious that the budget is 
important and try to stay within it for their departments. Mrs. Godfrey-is especially 
conscious of this and works hard to do with what she has. The school board wishes to 
thank all involved for the programs they do, and the time they spend to make our 
educational system as good as it is. 
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Now it is time for a few personal reflections on my years as a school board member. 
Right or wrong these are my own and not necessarily the views of others. 


The education process has changed in the years I have been a Board member, some 
for the better and some questionable. Twenty years ago, learning was regimented. A 
student went to school, sat in a seat at a desk and studied what was presented, the 
basics. Today’s classroom is much freer with students moving around in a much 
friendlier atmosphere. To me, this makes learning a lot more enjoyable. It also leads 
to discussion as to whether the student is learning or not by people not involved in the 
education process. Studying and learning is important to life. One cannot go anywhere 
without it. It can and needs to be an atmosphere that does not turn off the 
educational process. Yes, an important part of learning is still and will always be 
memorization of tables and charts, spelling, math, dates and events, etc. There is no 
way around it , except to do it. A good teacher can intermingle this within a class that 
reduces the tediousness of rote memory. The basics still form the base for all the other 
education to come. If you cannot read, write or add and subtract, you cannot go far in 
any field of endeavor. Over the years we have had parents tell us their child did not 
need to learn this or that as that’s what computers are made for. I disagree. A 
computer will not always be available. Besides, believe it or not, they do make 
mistakes. 


Today’s school is expected to be able to handle the students learning problems, 
emotional problems, family problems and any other thing that comes along. With the 
changing values in family styles and society this can become a burdensome load for 
a school. It takes personnel and training in how to handle these situations without 
getting the school in trouble and lawsuits. In many ways, the special needs students 
have more rights than the student in the main stream educational process. If and 
when they become coded, the school board ceases to have any control over the expense 
of their education process. We have to follow the IEP (individual education program) 
written for that child. Failure to do so opens us up to legal lawsuits. 


The family is changing. More and more students come to us from single and broken 
homes, or homes with parents who care little about the student. I am not talking 
about Landaff, but society as a whole. We know that a well adjusted and happy child 
makes a better student. We also know that the well adjusted child who gets a good 
education costs society less in the years to come. A good education normally leads to 
a better life and better jobs. The earlier these problems are recognized and addressed, 
the less they cost the tax payers in special education costs. So, right or wrong, we try 
to help the student. 


I keep hearing that the school tax is too high. The school board has a very small area 
it actually controls. State and federal mandates add to our costs. To name one: We 
have to have the water sampled for quality. Don’t get me wrong, I am not against safe 
water supply. We have to hire a certified person to come up to take the sample. How 
does he take the sample? The same way we did, only we are not certified nor have the 
time to become certified for just the one or two samples a year taken at our school. 
Even if this person takes the sample wrong, as he did once, we are held liable and 
have to post notices as to noncompliance in the water standards. What I am saying 
is, before you complain too loudly, you should find out what is actually causing the 
costs. 
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It has been a pleasure to serve a Town whose people take pride in their school and 
educational system. Whoever takes my place will not have an easy job. The problems 
become more complex all the time. Liability enters into every decision more and more.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Dear Citizens, 


It is my pleasure to write this annual report for the School Districts in the White 
Mountains School Administrative Unit #35. 


The net School District share costs after declining for two years is up to $558,328. The 
chart below demonstrates this estimated 1997-98 cost is still below the 1994 costs of 
$570,505:

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 


This is my fourth year serving the citizens of the Landaff School District. I am pleased 
to report that each year my enthusiasm grows for my role in assisting the Districts 
to meet the challenges of educating all students. Efforts to effectively utilize the 
Districts’ resources are visible in the employment of a full-time Occupational 
Therapist, reorganization of Speech Pathology Services and participation in the 
Family Resources Coalition. The PRIDE Program remains a model program and 
attracts referrals from surrounding communities. 


The Districts of SAU #35 continue the efforts to build collaborative programs within 
and among our schools. SAU #35 staff, O.T., speech, preschool and psychologists 
consult with staff in each school in an effort to provide ongoing staff development. 
Specific inservice training opportunities are made available through grant funding to 
address specific needs identified by the staff and administration in each school. 


The employment of a full-time Occupational Therapist to work year round with 
students needing this related service has reduced the cost to the Districts by nearly 
a quarter. We are exploring ways of generating similar savings in Speech Pathology 
as well. Our goal is to provide better services, more cost effectively, by examining 
current research on best practices. The development of residential alternatives in our 
communities remains the one area with the greatest potential for savings to the 
Districts. 


SAU #35 Districts are serving two hundred sixty seven (267) students with 
educational disabilities. Five (5) students are in residential programs and eleven (11) 
students attend public schools outside of SAU #35. All but two (2) of these students 
are in placements by order of the Court. Two hundred fifty one (251) students with 
educational disabilities attend their neighborhood schools. 


When the Court removes a student from his or her home, the School District is joined 
as a party in the case to ensure that necessary educational services are provided. One 
of my responsibilities is to attend Court hearings on behalf of the Districts. I report 
to the Court about the students educational needs and progress. The District is 
responsible for providing special education services to students in placements ordered 
by the Court. This responsibility includes insuring that the Student is educated in the 
least restrictive environment. For these students, that frequently means a move from 
a residential school to a public school. Such moves require close cooperation between 
the Division for Children Youth and Families, Mental Health and the School District. 
This year we have successfully moved two (2) students from residential schools to 
public schools saving the Districts $34,000. 


I remain committed to servicing the students in SAU #35 communities. I welcome the 
challenges inherent in providing appropriate educational opportunities that benefit 
all students within the constraints of the Districts’ resources.

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TITLE I REPORT 


As I reflect on the past nineteen years as Title I/Chapter I Project Manager, there is 
one common thread within those years; "CHANGE". There have been changes in 
federal regulations, changes in curriculum and teaching methodologies, and changes 
in our society, our schools, and our communities. It seems, the longer one is on the job, 
the faster change occurs. 


This is the first year of the Consolidated Grant Application format, and Title I became 
part of this application. Schools have educational improvement plans in place and are 
at various stages of putting into place curriculum plans. The State has an Assessment 
package in place for grades 3, 6, and 10. Along with other entitlement programs, we 
addressed specific goals of the schools, and an application for review was submitted 
to the Department of Education in Concord. 


The Title I Program, the harbinger of Reading Recovery in SAU #35, provides most 
of its services utilizing Reading Recovery Teachers. With Reading Recovery in 
Littleton, Bethlehem, Lafayette and Lisbon this year, Title I funds the program in 
Littleton and Lisbon, and provides reading strategies to students in grades 2 and 3 
in Lafayette. Students in Bethlehem have supplemental help in math in grades 1 and 
2: 


The grant also provides Daisy Bronson Middle School with services in ngage 6 and 
7, to help students sharpen their reading and study skills. 


Students from Profile Jr/Sr High School, who are in the NNHYS Home, are provided 
assistance via a special Title I grant. There is a focus on academic support to the 
students at the Home and maintaining coordination with the School. 


Reading Recovery is a concentrated one-on-one program developed by Marie Clay of 
New Zealand. She researched what good readers and writers do and translated her 
finding into a short-term early intervention program for students in the bottom 20% 
of their class. The goal of the program is to "discontinue" the students in 12 to 20 
weeks, when they are functioning as well as other students in the middle range of the 
class with no further intervention necessary. 


The assessment of Title I students showed that in the first grade students increased 
3.09 stanines, with Reading Recovery students showing a greater gain than the non- 
Reading Recovery students. Math students showed a gain of 15 NCE’s in Math 
Concepts and Applications. Over 90% of the students served in Title I showed 
improvement in their pre-post test scores. 


In summary, with all of the changes that have occurred over the last nineteen years, 
the test results have also changed .. . there are more successful students!

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STUDENT ASSISTANCE PROGRAM REPORT 


Our Student Assistance Program is a school and community based program which 
serves as a clearinghouse, providing information, services and referrals to youth 
concerning substance abuse, teen pregnancy, domestic violence, and related issues. 
Our objective is to identify and respond to the many and varied personal problems of 
today’s youth, and to provide or connect these youth with helping services. With the 
addition of our after school Volunteen Program, we have additionally served to build 
community cohesiveness, and bring our youth a variety of safe and drug free activities. 


The services currently provided by our Student Assistance Program include peer 
support groups for young people; self-esteem building through creative expression for 
all first graders; community parenting programs and classes; comprehensive drug and 
alcohol related workshops for all sixth graders (STAR); drug and alcohol related 
educational groups for youth; information and referrals for young people and their 
families around the issue of alcohol and other substance abuse; and consultation and 
training for school staff. Main features of the 1995-96 program included: 


- The "Star Program" for sixth grade students. Most sixth graders cycle 
through this six week course which meets daily. Developed by Rebecca 
Summers and Arlene Soule, the Star Program introduces students to 
resources in the community, provides information regarding drugs and 
alcohol, sexual harassment, and conflict resolution, and teaches social skills 
through cooperative games and activities. The response from both students 
and parents has been tremendously positive. 


- Regular weekly meetings of Core Teams in all districts 

- Completion of SAU wide needs assessment 

- Facilitation of twenty peer support groups 

- Coordination of two Developing Capable People parenting skills courses 

- Collaborative presentations at all SAU #35 Middle and High Schools 

- Monthly meetings of the Community Advisory Council and related sub- 
committees 

. Implementation of a middle school tutorial and recreational program 

. Implementation of a Youth Drop-In Center 

- Continued services to all first graders, including the J AM Special esteem 
building program 

- Three field trips to Grafton County Jail for interested high school youth 


For the 1996-97 school year the Student Assistance Program hired Lisa Brown, M.A. 
to provide counseling and educational services to youth throughout our schools. 
Brown, who developed our "Volunteen Program" is in the process of implementing 
similar programs in Lisbon and Franconia.
